Mondale, Rivals Hold Unity Summit 
As Democrats Open Their Convention

SAN FRANOSCO — As the 
DoEnocratk Party opened iis_na' 
tional convention to choose its can- 
didate for president, Walta F. 
Mondale and his rivals for the 
nommatioa. Senator Gary Hart 
and the Rev. Jesse L Jadcs^ hdd 
u meeiing that aJl 'Uuee: agreed 
would heb stren^hen uiuty 
for the fell campaign. 

(But (a Tuesday, both of Mr.' 
Mondaie's rivals pressed their at-, 
tempts to deny hon a fu^-ballot' 
nomination. The Associaied Press 
reported. Al the ur^ of Mr. 
Jadcscn, blade convention dele- 
gates agreed overwhelmingly on a' 
nonbinding resolutkm to vote for 
him on tte first ballot Wednesday 
nighL] 

The candidates' meeting took 
place late Monday ni^t after the 
convention cheered a K^uote ad- 
dress by Governor Mario M. 
Cuomo 4^ New York, who warned 
of the polili^ pei^ of continued 
imemal partv divisions. 

The din also featured an emo- 
tional ralb to greet the arrival in 
San Francisco of Mr. Mondale and 
his prospective running mate. Rc[^ 
resentaiive Geraldine A Ferraro of 
New York, and a speech by Jimmy 
Carter, the most recent Democratic 
(KesidenL 

The meeting between the three 
presidential candidates lasted 
about an hour at the hotel suite of 
Thomas P. O’Neill Jr. of Massa- 
diusetts, the speaker of the House 
of Representatives. 

Mr. Jackson and Mr. Hart 
agreed with Mr. Mondale that the 
session, their Hrst three-way nuk- 
ing since the end of tbe primaries, 
would beb to unify tbe party. 


But both men said they would 
continue candidades until af- 
ter the conveniioa votes Wednes- 
day night for a nominee. Mr. Mon- 
dale. by most counts, has more 
than 100 dd^te votes b excess of 
the 1.967 needed for nominaUon.

Mr. Mondale said that aD three 
had ag^^ to consult closely m 
coming tmks and pledged that be 
would "use their talents" m the fall 
campaign. After Mr. Han and Mr. 
Jackson completed their slate- 
mems, Mr. Mondale said, "All 
three of us are saymg the same 
thing." 

The show of unity among the 
rivals was marred, however, when 
Mr. Mmidale, apparently referring 
to Mr. Han. said, "He giggles un- 
controllably. No one undentands 
it" Mr. who had been grin- 
ning and ebudding, made no re- 
sponse. 

Mr. Mondale said the meeting 
was not a "n^iiatmg session,’^ 
but Mr. Han declared that they 
were "very close together" on the 
one platfonn amendment that he 
planned to press Tuesday. That 
amendment calls for limits on the 
use of U.S. miliiaiy power m the 
Mid^e East and Central America. 


Aides to Mr. Han said he went 
to the meeting also sedting hdp on 
paying.off his canqiaign debt and 
seeking assurances that Mr. Mm- 
dale would move quickly on the 
convention mandate to create a 
□ew party rules commission to 
overiiau] delegate-selection proce- 
dures for 1988. 

At the convention ball the Dem- 
ocratic national chairroan,'Charles 
T. Manaxu who.suhrived ^e^end 
attempt by Mr.Mondale to remove 
him, opened the first sesaon of the. 
four-day convention at mid-after- 
noon vrith a plea for unity and 
praise for Mr. Jackson. Mr. Han 
and Mr. Mondale. 

Qeariy reflecting the concern 
that divisions of the bitter primary 
campaign and quarrels that erupt- 
ed over the weekend could play 
into the hands of PresideDi Ronald 
Reagan, Mr. Manatt warned that 
Democrats would lose if they are 
no more than "a collection of fac- 
tions." 

Mr. Mondale fired Mr. Manait 
from the p^ chairrnanship Satur- 
day and reinstated him Sunday af- 
ter wideqiread protestSL On Mc»- 
day, tbe prospective nominee told 
rqioners that it was "a dispute we 
did not need. ... I wfll concMe this 
wasn't w^-handled. One. it wasn’L 
And two, it’s obvious it wasn't" 

Mr. Cuoma in a kmmote address 
that laid out the themes of the 
Democratic campaign against Mr. 
Reagan, warned that continued di- 
viskms within tbe party could en- 
able Mr. Reagan to wm a second 
term and subject the natiem to the 
threat of "economic crisis, fiscal 
dieter or nuclear holocaust" 

With former Prerident Carter 
nodding approval, Mr. Cuomo said 
Mr. Rtt^'s "radcal proclivities" 
would (beaten economic security.

PARIS — The govemmeni of 
Pr^ Minister Pierre Mauroy re- 
signed Tuesday night and Resi- 
dent Francois Mitterrand immedi- 
ately chose Industry Minister 
Laurent Fabius as the new head of' 
government the Elysie Palace an- 
nounced. 

Mr. Mauroy. S6, had beaded tbe 
Socialist government since June 
1981. a month after Mr. Mitterrand 
todt office as president 

Mr. Fabius. 37, will be modem 
France's youngest prime minister. 
A Mitterrand proc^ and son of a 
wralthy Parisian antique dealer, be 
now faces tbe nugor t^ of revers- 
ing Soci!^ P»ys ebbing po- 

litical fortunes after two years 
tough economic austerity initia- 
tives. 

It was not immediately known if 
the Communist Party, which has 
been the junior parutCT to Mr. Mit- 
terrand's Socialists, would serve in 
the new cabinet. 

But Mr. FaNus, a moderate tech- 
nocrat, has been an especially 
strong advocate of the govern- 
ments new proposals to strramline 
industry, whidi have aroused the 
Communists' ire. He is seen as hav- 
ing a far less comfortable relation- 
ship with the Communists than Mr. 
Mauroy. Mto has been prime min- 
ister ever since Mr. Mitterrand 
took office in May 1981. 

The Commuoisi leadership was 
reportedly holding an emei^cy 
meeting Tuesday evening to decide 
the pa^s future course. 

Mr. 9^uroy, in a ieiier to Mr. 
Mitterrand made public Tuesday 
nigjit by the Elysre Palace, said: "I 
think, uke you. that the oiomem 
has come to change the govern- 
ment." 

He noted the president's deci- 
sion last week to seek an amend- 
ment to the CoDstitutioa pennit- 
ting referendums ou issues of 
paternal freedom, and he wrote of 
a need for a "new phase" in the 
direcuoa of the govemmeni. 

Mr. Miiteirand, responding lo 


Mr. Mauroy, said: "As we have 
agreed in the course of our meet- 
ings, the evohing pc^tical situation 
calls for the formation oS a new 
government. Consequently. 1 ac- 
cept ... the end of your o^ces." 

The president praised Mr. Maur- 
oy's "courage, deiennination and 
loyalty." 

Mr. Fabius spoke to reporters 
outside the Industry Ministry after 
tbe announcemeni Tue^ay eve- 
ning and said: “It is a hare but 
exalting task. You will understand 
that at tbe moment I stan. 1 thiiik 
Hist of all of my predecessor, Rerre 
Mauroy, and the considerable work 
he accomplished. 

"And 1 am also thinking of the 
future. We will need roudi 
and determination, and my strong 
desire to roodemize tbe country 
and rally the French people. And 
DOW I am gmng back to work. 
Thank you." 

There had been intense specula- 
tion that Mr. Mauroy, who had 
been widely criticized as the author 
of the Mitterrand government's 
economic austerity program, would 
resign and rumors increased ^ter 
the setback suffered by the Social- 
ist and Communist parties in June 
17 elections to the European Par- 
liamenL 

Nonetheless, the timing of the 
announcement Tuesday night was 
a surprise. 

A spokesman for Mr. Fabius 
said it was too early to speculate on 
the conqx)sition of the new cabinet 
but that "the modernization of 
French industry and of France in 
general will remain his priority." 
He said the new prime minister 
hoped to give an indication of his 
plans Wednesday. 

As speculation grew in recent 
weeks over a possible change of 

P rime mioisier. the names of Mr. 
abius. Finance Minister Jacques 
Delons and the minister of social 
affairs. Pierre Beregovoy, were 
mentioned. 

Asked if Mr. Oelors would be 
included in any future cabinet, Mr. 
Fabius's spokesman said: "It

would be stupid to say that there 
would be no difnculiy on this 
pmni." 

For Mr. Fabius. the appoint- 
ment was another step in a meteor- 
ic career that just iS months ago 
saw him put in charge of the neuly 
created Ministry for Industry and 
Research. 

When tbe Socialists were re- 
lumed to power in 1981 after 2S 
years out of office. Mr. Fabius was 
appointed to tbe then-separate 
Budget Minisu^'. chafed with ca^ 
tying throu^ legislation to Itn the 
rich, finance new jobs and increase 
minimum wages. 

To many observers, Mr. Miner- 
rand's appoioimem of Mr. Fabius 
indicated the president's ambition 
to modernize the counuy''s econo-

tion. 

President Mitterrand, declining 
in popularity in the polls, had re- 
mained staunch in the face of in- 
creasing criticism over the Savaiy 
education bill, an attempt to gradu- 
ally bring private schools under

The resignation of the go\'em- 
meni followed a hectic political 
week in which Mr. Mitterrand de- 
cided to seek a constitutional 
amendment that would allow 
broader use of public referendums.

had called for a referendum cm the 
school bill, but Mr. MiUerrand 
avoided saying that his pmposal 
was a response to its demand.

WASHINGTON — U.S. and 
Soviet ofTicials agreed Tuesday to 
expand tbe hot une link ber^n 
Washington and Moscow. Preu- 
dent Ronald Reagan called the 
move "a modest but p(»ilive stq> 
toward t^hanHng stability.” 

A senior admmistration ofndal 
noted that the Russians had shown 
interest in purauing another U.S. 
propmal raised during tbe hot line 
talks — setting up a means of ex- 
changing infornuition on terrorist 
groups in a nucl^ crisis. 

1Tie (rffinal said be did not want 
to exaggerate the signiTicance of 
the agreemou to modernize the hot 
line, but said it was part of a'"conri- 
dence building process" that was 
getting under way. 

The hot line agreemeoL which 
toc^ a year to negotiate, adds a 
racsiinile transmission capability to 
the existing 67-words-iw-minute 
teletype systei^ This will permit 
the rapid sendii^ of pages of text 
or graphic material such as maps 
and chaits. 

Soviet officials in Washington 
have gone out of their way to de- 
scribe the hot line talks as discus- 
sions between technicians, appar- 
ently hoping to prevent the Reagan 
administration from taking crrai 
for the step. 

At the White House, a senior 
adminisu^ation official said. "We 
do believe ft is a siqi io arms con- 
trol." Although it did not limit 
weapons, “ir is in the area of conTi- 
dence-btiilduig measures," be said. 

Early in the discussions, the Rus- 
sians ideated they would not take 
up two other parts of the original 
U.S. hot line package, a communi- 
cations link between the military 
command centers in Moscow and 
Washington and hi|h-data links 
between each natioi^ capital and 
its embassy in the otoer country. 

■ Ptavda on Space Talks 

The Soviet Union said Tuesday 
that Washington's respoi^ to its 
proposal for talks on banning space 
arms was unacceptable and that the 
United States was playing a game 
of words over the issue, Reuters 
reported from Mr»cow. 

The Communist Party newspa- 
per Pravda said that the United 
States had avoided responding to 
crucial uaru of the Soviet prop^ 
and had shown it had no real inter- 
est in a ^»ce weapons ban. 

Although the Reagan adminis- 
iratioo hu said it wotud attend the 
negotiatioDS, due to start in Vienna 
in September, Pravda said it would 
use the talks only to prove (hat a 
ban on space arms w'ould be impos- 
Uble to devise or rmplement.

The United Slates. New Zealand 
and Australia bdong to a 33-year- 
old militarv alliance called ...AN- 
ZUS. 

Mr. Shultz met Tuesday with 
David Lange. New Zealand's 
prime minisier-elecL whose iJbor 
Party wants lo renegotiate the irea- 
IV and ban nuclear-powered or nu- 
dear-armed ships from New Zea- 
land ports. 

"1 think the net of it is that well 
work together coc^ieraiively. across 
the bo^ on matters of inieresL" 
Mr. Shultz said. "We have some 
problems here and we'll wOTk at 
them. What is called for here is 
some paiioice.” 

A final communique on the AN- 
ZUS talks stressed that without 
pori access for nudear vessels it 
would be difficult for the alliance 
to function as before. 

“Access by allied aircraft and 
ships to the airfields and land potis 
of the ANZUS membffi was c^- 
firmed as essential to the continu- 
ing effectiveness of the alliance." 
the communique said. 

Earlier, U.S. offidals said Mr. 
^uliz would not force a confronta- 
tion on the nuclear or treaty-rene- 
gotialion issues. He said no U.S. 
nuclear vessels were due to visit 
New Zealand for six months, giving 
the two countries lime to work out 
an agreement. 

Meanwhile. Mr. Lange decided 
lo delay until Wednesday a deci- 
sion on whether or not to devalue 
the New Zealand dollar. 

He said an announcement would 


be made after a meeting of his cabi- 
net-elect. 

Sir Robert Muldoon. the outgo- 
ing prime minister, had earlier 
paved die way Tor a decision on the 
currenev" by saying he would agree 
to a devaluation after first refu sing 
to act while his government was 
still in office. 

Sir Robert's overnight change of 
mind defused w'hai Mr. Lange had 
described as a constitutional and 
financial crisis. 

But the dispute between the two 
leaders continued Tuesday, with 
Mr. Lange accusing his opponent 
of misrepresenting his position on 
the currenev'. 

“He was trying lo make a fool of 
the transition. He was caught with' 
in two hours by the governor of the 
Reserve Bank," Mr. Lange said. 

Top offidai.s of the Reserve 
Bank flew to .Auckland Monday to 
brief Mr. Langp. whose Labor Par* 
ty government is scheduled to take 
office in about two weeks. 

Sir Robert whose National Par- 
ty was defeated by Labor after nine 
years in power, stuck by his view 
ihai devaluation was a'bad deci- 
sion. 

Sir Robert who observers fell 
lost the eieciion primarily because 
of his auioaatic style of iadership 
and his handling of the economy, 
said that devaluation would raise 
prices, lead to costly wage demands 
and cost the centr^ hank money. 

But the New Zealand dollar 
came under massive pressure dur- 
ing the election campaign and both 
private-sector economists and for- 
eign exchange dealers said that it 
should be devalued by at least 10 
percenL

DOVER. England — Hundreds 
of truck drivers from Britain and 
the Continent were siranded Tues- 
day in makeshift parkins lots out- 
side (WO channel p,'ins where strik- 
ers have barred freight shipments. 

Dover. Britain's biggest ferry ter- 
minal with outlets to poris in 
France and Belgium, was closed to 
freight traffic Monday night after 
harbor v>>rkers voted to support a 
nine-day-old national dock strike. 

Folkestone. 10 miles ( 15 kilome- 
ters) to the west, was already under 
a freight ban imposed by seamen 
fluting government plans to dena- 
tionalize Britain's Se^ink ferry ser- 
vice. 

The action specifically evcludcd 
pa&senger ferries, but manv vaca- 
tioners decided not to risk' travel- 
ing. 

The strike has closed aK'*ui QQ 
British ports to ireighi. including 
London. Liverpool. Dov'er. which 
IS the chief English Channel ferry 
port, and Felixstowe, the largest 
container port. 

.About three-quarters of Bmain's 
imports and exports pass through 
the ports. 

Meanwhile, sexeral hundred lor- 
ries were stranded in French chan- 
nel Fs.vns. but tourist traffic wa» 
said to be crossing normally. 

Renewed efforis to end the ninc- 
day-old dock strike were nude by 
independent mediators, who met 

union leaders after talks with p>.vrt 
employers on Monday. 

Bui there was no of a seiile- 
mcni in the strike, w hich began as a 
spin-off from the coal strike, now- 

19 weeks old. 

The strike by about S*0 pcrcenl of 
Britain's 180.000 mine wt^rkers. 
protesting over plan.* by the slate- 
run National C'>al Board to close 

20 unprofitable mines and ellimin- 
ule 2U.OOO jobs, also seemed un- 
yielding. 

On the exx: of new talks with the 
miners' leader. .Arthur Scargtll. the 
chairman of ihe National Coal 
Board. Ian MacGregor, said he 
would noi nuke an agreement 
"which is harmful to the Ic>n&-ierm 
prospects of the indusirv." 

Mr. Scorn's aides said they 
were going into the talks with iheiV 
strongest hand since the strike be- 
gan. 

Police said the blockages at the 
channel pons were growing a* for- 
eign drix-ers with nowhere else to go 
headed for the pons.

Senator Ed- 
ward M. Kennedy is to introduce 
Walter F. Mondale to the conven-

Attacking him for religiotu 
n>-pocnsy detracted from her cause, llioueh 
she now sounds properly chastened, she was 
momentarily looking holier than thou, clumsy. 

Clumsy, meanwhile, would be a kind verdict 
for her running mate's recent acuvities. Why 
would a candidate who has been at pains to 
stand apart from Jimmv Carter go out of his 
way to put himself in the hands of Ben lanw 
not the most inspired Carter appointment? 

And why. in the process, go out of bis way to 
dump Charles Manait os head of the Demo- 
cratic NauonaJ Committee? 

Blunders both. With a whack, they abruptly 
chopped down the surprise and sense of politi- 
cal sute-fooiedness that followed Mr. Mon- 
dale s choice of a woman as running mate. 

For all the outrage and astonishment it 
provoked, the Lance chcHCe was not empty- 
headed. Professional politicians, black and 
while, affirm that Mr. Lance brings real 
Mrength to the campaign. Southerners know 
him as someone they can talk to. And Mr. 
Mondale owes him: After losing New Hamp- 
shire to Gary Han. his candidacy mighi well 
ha\e perishid uithoui Mr. lice’s efforts in 
the South. And Mr. Lance has been a patient, 
effective channel to Jesse Jackson. 


Yet the astonishmeni survives. Mr. Lance 
was driven out as Mr. Carter's budget director 
by investigations of his banking activities. Yes. 
he was acquitted of most criminal charges and 
a jury could not decide whether he had filed 
false siaienMflts with his bank. But even grant- 
ing the desirability of appointing a Southern 
pany chief, was there no one available who is 
known regularly to turn square comers? 

Mr. Mondale's rapid reversal and decisioa 
to keep Mr. Manait is less troubling. He may 
pay a price in seeming indecision but there was 
no matter of prindple here. How long the 
Lance decision hurts depends in pan on how 
well the convention can focus the Democrats 
on their opponents rather than ihemseives.

"Our family ... the whole family intacL" In 
the Democrats' keynote speech. Mr. Cuomo - 
echoed his own inaugural address as governor 
lost year.

The Sandinists’ Promise 


At a meeting Wednesday of OAS ambassa- 
dors. the Unit^ States will be reminding its 
neighbors that Nicaragua still owes them a 
tremendous debt. It was incurred Hve years 
ago when the Organization of American States 
removed the legtiimacy of a situag niember 
govemmeni. that of Anastasio &moza. giving 
the Sandinisi rebels a priceless boon. 

It was. however, a boon widi a coodiuon 
attached: The Saodinists were expected to 
create “a truly democratic government" Tbey 
needled dial condiuon. While “the solution to 
Nicaragua's serious problem is the exclusive 
competence of the Nicaraguan people," they 
told the OAS, "hemispheric solidanQ, essen- 
tial for this plan to take hold, will be accorded 
in fulfillmeai of the [OA^ resolution." 

* So where is that “truly democratic govern- 
ment"? The Sandinists bavv a coUeciion of 
excuses to offer for their shortfalL The fact is 
that the Marxist core trf the Nicaraguan revo- 
lution has taken to itself to the oneni 
that tU straitened circumstances have pennit- 
ted. Only. ii seems, under forapi advice and 
pressure has it left a limited opening for the 
pluralistic elements it prosu^ to respect 
uten it seized power. So far. these elements 
are being denied the chance to wage a fair fight 
.in the. elections that the rulers fi- 


nally, and grudgingly, scheduled for Nov. 4. 

The Struve of the Nicaraguan guerrillas is 
now in the foiefrant of hemispheric atiendoo. 
Note, however, that the prinapal reason most 
of those guerrillas went into the field was that 
they could see rite Saodiiusts d^aulting on the 
obligations th^ undertook to the OA& Just as 
the Somozas limited open legal challenge by 
peacefid means, so have die Sandinists. In 
both cases, armed <^>pasitioa resulted. 

One understands i^y the Managua govern- 
ment, like any other, resists armed atiadt. 
Resisting political chaUengg — resisdng pre- 
cisely the sort at polidcai c^ilenge it promised 
10 allow — 'is very different. Bnt the ^dinists 
are squeezing the legal opposition nnihin Nica- 
ragua and, unlike the Salvadoran govemmeat. 
barring the door to any political role by the 
armed opposiiioo. even though that opposi- 
tion insists it is ready to lay down arms. 

Those with misgivuigs about U.S. support of 
the hnearaguan insurgents ought to have none 
about U .S. support of a Nicaraguan democrat- 
ic process. On the contrary, th^ in the West- 
ern beotisphere and in Europe who criticize 
U.S. sponsotsUp of the "contras" should lead 
the parade of those demanding that the San- 
dioisis honor their word to the OAS.

Disillusionment in Honduras 

As if the Reagan administration did not 
have enough trouble in Central America al- 
ready with a hostile government in Nicaragua 
and a civil war in Q Salvador, now the anti- 
communist stance that it has taken in the 
region is being undermined by an erstwhile 
ally — Honduras. 

For the last two yean the Honduran goveiu- 
menl has willingly, even eageriy, cooperated 
with some conuovenial U.S. policies in Cen- 
tral .America. It has allowed U.S. military 
advisers to train army units from Q Salvador 
in Honduras. To hdp the Uiuted Slates pres- 
sure Nicaragua, it has allowed U.S. combat 
forces to conduct military maneuvers on its 
soil and in its [erriiorial waters. And Hondu- 
ran officials haw looked the other way while 
'‘contra" rebels financed by the CIA have used 
Honduras as a base to raid Nicaragua. 

The Hondurans benefited from tbeir coop- 
eration. liie U.& military aid (hat they receive 
each year tripled from 1981 to 1983, and will 
increase again next year. But at the same time 
the Hondurmv governmem was seen by other 
Latin American nations as “the hariot of Cen- 
tra] America." according to Dan Williams, a 
Los .Angeles Times correspondent. That kind 
of talk has become so common, and so hurtful 
to Honduran pride, that now rumblings of 
discontent are emanaring from Tegucigalpa. 

Air 
Force General Waller Lopez Rey^ hu de- 
manded more control ova U.S. militaiy per- 
sonnel stationed in Honduras, and be wants 


U.S. advisers to train as many Hondurans as 
Salvadorans. Grilian government leaders are 
asking (or a review of the 19S4 treaty betweeu 
Honduras and the United States to get more 
benefits for Honduras. Hie effen of such oa- 
tioxu^sm should not be underestimated.

Hie link to the Carter Days 

The basic link to the Carter days remains an 
uncomfortable one for Walter Mondale: more 
oHitemious, perhaps, than be dared to realize.

Kremlin Adds 'Hate Thine Enemy’ to Its Litany 


O slo — For the first time since the Stalin 
years, the Kremlin leadership has Bone on 
record as d emandin g that Soviet ye^ih be in- 


stilled with hatred toward the enemies of the 
rootherland. This demand was published in 
Pravda on July 7 in a decree from the Commonisi 
Party Central Committee. 

Even in the late 1960s. when Soriet propagan- 
da auinst China was bitteriy cfaauvicistic. 
Krenilm leaders sttqrped short of demarulmg 
that the young be educated to hate the enemies re 
the Soviet Unioo. 

But a Central Cormniitee decree is a miyor 
statement of policy and is biading on party 
members.

Yugoslav Repression: Troubling Trends in the Post-Tito Regime 


N ew YORK — Until recently, 
one could reasonably h(^e that 
post-Tito Yugoslavia was uioviug 
gadually toward democratization. 
The main evidence was an increasing 
latitude for discussion of political is- 
sues in the press. 

Now. however, the situation has 
taken a serious turn toward repres- 
sion. It braan with seizures in recent 
dioaiha qT whole issues of newspa- 
pers and journals carrying articles 
deemed cntical of the r^me and the 
system. Then, on the evetungof April 
^ the govenunent look a giant step 
toward silencing poUlical discussion, 
arresting 28 Yi^oslavs of diverse po- 
litical views as they met in a Belg^e 
living room to hear a talk on nation- 
alist problems by Milovan D;jilas, the 
grano old man of political dissent in 
Eastern Europe. There had been 
nothing secretive about the meeting; 
it was one of a well-known regular 
series, held eyeiy other Friday eve- 
ning with a shifting attendance. This 
was Mr. Djilas's Tirsi appearance. 

After the arrests, the police 
searched the houses of all 2S. seiang 
borics. manuscripts and letters. Sev- 
eral were beaten while in custody. 
Two were charged with disseminat- 
ing "hostile pnmagando." One was 
dismissed from his job, another sus- 
pended and others may lose their 
posts. 'Three days later. Stdja Popo- 
vic. a prominent lawyer who had 


agreed to reprint most of the 28. 
was himselr inieirozaied for 12 
hours. His home and ofdces were 
searched and documents sdzed. in- 
cluding files of various dienis. 

One of those arrested. Radmrir 
Radovich. the only factory workra in 
(be group and a supporter of eTforts 
to organize an independem labor 
union, was released after a day of 
interrogation, then taken hack into 
custody twice more for further ques- 
tioning After the third session ne is 
said to have been d^ressed. and 
shortly afterward he disappeared. A

An uulopsv confirmed that he poi- 
soned himseff and. because he was 33

But while such 
measures ofien produce unrest, in 
Yugoslavia this is conmllcated by 
edme and regEonal poutics. What 
drives and shapes tte economy is 
neitber the marira nor a centz^ 
directed plan; impratant economic 
decisions are taken 1^ the six r^b- 
lics and ;two provinces that mate up 
tte country. Coordinatioii, such as it 
is, is thrm^ a collective presidency 
represent the various rqiublics 
andryovioces. 

This system, combining authori- 
tarianism and decentralization, 
seems incapable of solving the eco- 
nomic crisis. Something must give. 
Yu^idavia could democratize; per-

ROSENHEIM. West Germany 
— Karl Wolff. 84. the Naai SS 
general who surrendered German 
troops in Italy in 1945. died Mon- 
day. 

The city registry office reported 
that he died in Rosenheim Hospi- 
tal. but the cause of death was not 
disclosed. 

Mr. Wolff negotiated the earlv 
surrender of German troops in Ita- 
ly with Allen W. Dulles, then head 
of the U.S. Office of Strategic Ser- 
vices in Bern. 

He held his first secret meeting 
with Mr. Dulles in March 194S 
after deciding Germany could not 
win the war. German troops in Ita- 
ly capitulated .April 29. 1^5. nine 
days before the Nazi aovemmern's 
unconditional surrender.

MOSCOW — TTie former direc- 
tor of Moscow' s most elegant foMi 
store, whose connections were said 
to have included Leonid I. Brezh- 
nev. has been executed for ciwrup- 
uon, according to Soviet sourees 
familiar with the case. 

Yuri K. Sokolov, director of (he 
ornate Gastronom No. I on Gorki 
Street, had been semeoced to death 
last November on charges of taking 
bribes and what (he official press 
agency' Ta.ss described as "various 
illegal machinations with food 
products." 

The public announcement of the 
aentenoe was seen at the time as a 
dramatic signal of a crackdown on 
corruption in hi^ places by Vuri 
V. .Andropov, who succeeded to (he 
Soviet leadership upon the death of 
President Brezhnev'. Since (h^ 
however, the Soviet sources said. 
Mr. Sokolov's contacts had loM>ied 
for a commutation of sentence and 
had manag^ to keep him for sever- 
al months in a prison hospital. 

The w'ord of his execution fiv-e 
months after Mr. Andropov's 
death was seen by diplrunats as one 
of several indications that the anti- 
corruption drive, though no longer 
a major kremlin pc4tc). has not 
been halted. 

Mr. Sokolov's baroque, chande- 
liered i9dH.'eatury’ establishmcni. 
known by its pre-revolutionary 
name as Yeliseyev's, is a Moscow 
landmark that w'as famous for sup- 
plying scarce delkades to well- 
placed Muscovites. His caxionters 
were reponed to have included Ga- 
lina Churbanova. Mr. Brezhncv**s 
daughter, and his circle of contacts 
symboltzed the entrenched dhe 
against whom Mr. .Andropov 
aimed his aati-corruption cam- 
paign. 

Mr. Andropov was succeeded as 
Soviet leader In Febrmiy by Kon- 
.‘^taniin U. Chernenko, hintself a 
close Brezhnev associate who was 
believed to derive much of his pow- 
er from that same diie. Since Mr. 
Chernenko's accesrion. public em- 
phasis on order, hard work and 
discipline has waned. 

But recent reports in the press 
indicate that the cainpai^ a^in.xt 
large-scale corruption has not come 
to a complete balL In the last three 
weeks. Soviet newspapers have fo- 
ciLsed on major scandals in (he 
Central Asian republic of Uzbeki- 
stan and (he Baltic republic of Lat- 
via. In both cases, tar^ numbers of 
officials were reportedly expdied 
from the Communist Party for cor- 
ruption and abuse of ineir posi- 
tions. 

In describing what Western dip- 
lomats called a purge of corruption 
in the Uzbektsun pany. Pravdo; , 
the Communist ^iny liew^per. 
spoke of "moral decline and degra - 1 


dation*' among officials and work- 
ers. 

La.si Sunday, the Soviet govern- 
ment newspaper. lzveslia.rq)oned 
the arrest of 76 people in the south- 
ern province of Rostov in a cornip- 
tion ring involving the sale of lou- 
qualiiv butter and overpriced lea. 
cajdt payoffs and the selling of jobs 
that offered black market opportu- 
nities. 

Izvestia .said the estimated prof- 
its of the ring were 700,000 rubles, 
txneariy SI million.

LONDON — A former chief of 
Briljin'F couTUerintelligeiice ser- 
vice hus been aonised of having 
been a ~long-ierm Soviei pencira* 
lion agent” 

The charge was made in a televi- 
sion documeniar> on Monday by 
Peter Wright a retired officer of 
the .service. Mr. Wright .said it was 
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-*99 percent certain” that Sir Ri^r 
Hollis, who headed the service, 
known as Ml-S. from I9S6 to 1965 
and who died in 1973, was a spy for 
the Soviei Union. 

For years, many investigators 
believed that there was a deep pea* 
eiraiion agent or ”mole,” inside 
the service. In 1981. Prime bfinister 
Margaret Thatcher told ihe House 
of Commms that Sir Roger had 
been investigated and clcar^. 

Her statement came after Antho- 
ny Blum, who was then curator of 
the queen’s an gallery, was exposed 
as a Soviet agpat. 

Mr. Wright said Monday that 
Mrs. Thatcher had been “adsnsed 
by the security service who wete 
an.xious that there wouldn't be a 
high-level iodependeni iaquiiy into 
the service that mi^t d^ skele- 
tons out of the cupboard that they 
would not want revealed.” 

His disclosure, if true, would 
mean that Sir Rcg^. (Ivoughoui 
his 28-year eovernmeot career, 
most of it in mghly sensitive post- 
tions, was able to pa^ on to the 
Russians the most delicate secrets 
of ihe British security apparaius. 

MI-S is rcsp(Misibfe for (^mer- 
intelligenoe operauons and interna! 
security. Another agency, the Se- 
cret Intelligence Service, formerly 
knowTi as MI-6, gathers intelli- 
gence abroad. O.S. offidals have 
lon^ suspected that the British se- 
curiiy services were penetrated by 
Moscow in the postwar period. 

Attention was first focused on 
two British diplomats. Guy Burgess 
and Donald MacLean. and then on 
Harold “Kim” Philby, an MI-6 of- 
ficer v^o told the others that they 
were under invesiigaiion. allowing 
them to flee to the Soviet Union. 

Mr. Philby was later thought to 
have been alerted by someone hi^ 
up in the inielli^ce esiablish- 
tneni. for. as he was about to be 
arrested after he had left the service 
to becOTTve a journalist, be disap- 
peared from Im post in Beirut, re- 
appearing later in Moscow. 
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At that time. Sir Roger was di- 
rector general of MI-5. 

Mr. Wright said that Sir Roger 
was not cleared. There wasjust not 
enough evidence to convict him in 
court, he said. 

After Sir Roger retired. Mr. 
Wright conducted another invesii- 
gatiem. which he stud concluded 
that there was still on undiscovered 
spy with access to maior secrets. 

Just befoir Sir Roger retired in 
19^. Mr. Wright said. Sir Roger 
called him tnio his office and 
asked. ”Wbv do you think I'm a 
spyr

After Sr Roger retired, he was 
called back again for additional 
que^iomi^ another investi^t- 
ing committee in 1970. According 
to Mr. WiighL Sir Ro^ was not 
able to explain his activities during 
a two-year period after he graduat- 
ed fr^ Oxford and brfore he 
jenned the service in the late 1930s. 

Later, still another investigation 
coi^ucted imder the direcuon of 
bxd TfoiL a former bead of the 
civil sttvke. concluded that Sir 
Rc^r had not been a spy. and was 
dt^ the prime minister before 
filament in 1981. 

Mr. Wri^t said that he and oth- 
er In^stigators did not agree with 
Lofd Trent’s conclusion.

Toviuh Friedman, who works for 
a nongovemmenial agency that 
dooimems activities im surviving 
Nazis, was in Miami last wirek to 
try to persuade the U.S. atton^'s 
offloe u> release its list of aliases 
used by Dr. Mengele. 

The names wrere listed on an ar- 
rest warrant duriim the 1979 inci- 
dent. the Oriando &ntind newspa- 
per reported Monday. But 
gaxemmeoi offidals refuse to give 
out the information, and former 
US. Attorney Jerome Sanford, 
who planned to serve tbe warrant, 
told Mr. Friedman that be cannot 
remember the names. 

Mr. Sanford said that he was 
given the arrest warrant for Dr. 
Mengele in July 1979 and received 
informaiioo that was “more than 
just a lip” that Dr. Mengele was on 
a fli^i arriving from Paraguay, the 
Sentinel reported. Mr. Sanford said 
he was about to leave for Miami 
Inieroaiional Airport to arrest Dr. 
Mengele when he was told that the 
accusixl Nazi war criminal had 
been tipped off and did not make 
the nighL 

Dr. Mengde. a physidan. was in 
chai^ of poetic experiments on 
inmares at the Auschwitz concen- 
tration camp in Poland. He lived 
under his own name for six years in 
West Germany after Wodd War II. 
btfore escaping to Argentina and 
Para^ay. If arrested, he would 
have f»»i extradition to West 
Germany, which holds an arrest 
warrant charging him with war 
crimes.

Iranian Yoiilhs Show Disillusionment With Khomeini

RAMADL Iraq — At 12. Ah- 
med Rida seems an unlikely prison- 
er of war. with his small, boyish 
face seemingly a picture of inno- 
cence and his slim body lost in 
baggy brown trousers and Jackeu 

Yet the young Iranian is a POW 
and a symtMl much more — a 
reminder of wbat an Islamic revo- 
iuDon and tbe 46-month-old war 
with Iraq have done to Iran's 
youth. 

Sunday, as Iraq braced for yet 
another expected Iranian oTfeosive. 
Iraqi authorities took a group of 
visitors, induding Arab and West- 
ern reporters, to a POW canm just 
outside Ramadi. 70 nines (113 luo- 
meters) west of Baghdad. 

Among the more than 1,000 in- 
mates were several hundred Irani- 
ans 12 to 17 years of age who seem 
to have becoitne the forgotten chil- 
dren of the war. 

The Iraqi general in charge of tbe 
youths, who idei^ed himsdf only 
as General Amer. said Iran had 
shown no IntereA in having the 
youths rebmied and in fact d^ed 
there were any Iranian POWs at alL 

UntU his capture last Mai^ Ah- 
med was a member of Iran's basij, 
an apprentice youth corps u4K)se 
meinbets t^rort^y have been sac- 
rificed at limes to dear mine fields 
for tbe Revolutionary Guards who 
control them. Ahmed, however, 
was called upon to change the ban- 
dages of wounded Iranians. 

In interviews. Ahmed and some 
other young prisoners were asked 
wbethCT they had volunteered or 
had been pressed Into service.. 

‘They said this is a war to liber- 
ate Baghdad and then move on to 
JerusalCT to liberaie It.” he $$ ?d- 
**We didn't have any idis about the 
war otherwise.” 

■ Hamid RezaeL 14. a basij mem- 
ber caDiured two years ago in the 
Dedul sector, said be and his 
schoolmates were '^obliged" to en- 
roll and wm not told they would 
actually face Iraqi soldiers. 

He and three other young POWs 
were interviewed in the presence of 
tbe I raqi camp commander. Gener- 
al Hamid Amoed. Other prisoners 
served as inioprerers. Tbe youths 
seemed anxious to talk and pro- 
fessed disiUusioomeDi with Ayatol- 
lah RuboUab KhonKini's rKune. 

“The Revolutionary C^ards 
came to our school and said they 
needed several hundred to go to the 
batUefrooL” Hamid Rezad said. 
”No parent wants to send his child 
to tbe front but it is an obligation. 
If we don’t go, our fathers will be 


put in jail and others {in tbe family] 
wU have problems.” . . 

' Recent reports from Iran say the 
govemment and Revolutionary 
Gua^ are encountering increased 
difficulty recruiting youths and 
that paints have lakm to hiding 
thdrduldraL 

Hamid said that the Revolution- 


aiy Guards “told us the Iraqi peo- 
and country were not Moaem. 
lirey told us t^ holy shrines were 
just b^nd the hills near the bor- 
der. If we occDpy tbe shrines, we 
wUl-gei them for iran.” 

He was referring to the Shiite 
shrines at An Najm. and Karbala, 
where the 7lh'Ceniuiy founders of 
the Shiite Mc^em faith. Imam Ali 
and the mar^red Hussein, grand- 
son of il^rophet Mohamm^ are 
buried. The two cities are really 
more than 100 miles tnade Iraq.

T okyo — Japan's nascent 
prime minister has spurred fi 
over the quality of hie here. 

The issue is wbetfaCT the govemmeni should 
spend more on houdng, roads, sewers and 
parl^ which are called “sodal assets" and have 
reenved scant anenuon in Japan's postwar 
march to prosperity. 

No one argues against improvements, but the 
question of how fast the country shmdd move 
has created one the few genuine debates to 
arise recently over basic domestic goals. 

nime Mister Yasuhiro Nakasone; an advo- 
cate of fiscal austeri^. says the recovery frmn 
economic recession is not so strong that the 
govmment can suddenly loosen restraints on 
public works spending. Various cainnet mem- 
bers have made clear that they are not prepared 
to raise the necessary money for ambidons ur- 
ban renewal prefects through either tax in- 
creases or borrowing. 

But the prime minis ter's main rival in the 
ruling conservative coalition. Kiichi Miyazawa, 
has stirred up domesuc politics by suggestmg 
that Japan can well afford more programs, with- 
out resorting to unpopular taxes or boud issues. 
He says that future economic growth will exceed 
Mr. Nakasone's forecasts and that this could 
finance a program to “double Japan’s assets" 
over the next decade. 

As an example of present inadequacies, Mr. 
Miyazawa cites the fact that only one-ibird of 
Japanese households are connected lo main 
sewer lines and (hat more than half of all homes 
lack flush tenets. By his calculations, four mil- 
lion families — rou^y 10 percent of the popu- 
lation — live in substandard bousing. 

“We should do what we can now, not so much 
to export our products more but to improve 
what we are lacing," Mr. Miyazawa said in a 
recent interview. “We lack better housing, sew- 
ers, roads. We can do iL" 

It is no coincidence, he acknowledged, that 
his “asset doubling" plan comes as he is think- 
ing seriously of chaUengiDg Mr. Nakasone next 
fafi for the presidency of the Liberal Democratic 
Par^. Hie party, a federation of coaserxaiive 
factions, has governed for 29 years and is in no 
foreseeable danger of forfeiting comroL Thus, 
whoever wins the party election in November is 
assured of becoming prime minisier. 

All signs suggest Nakasone is in a siroog 
positioa to become the first Japanese head <x 
govemmeni to survive m(»f than two yean in 
office rince Eisaku Sato's eight-ye^ tenure end- 
ed in I97Z Mr. Nakasone's rating in public 
opinion polls is unusually high. More important 
for his re-eleciioo, be bolds the balance of power 
within his party, thanks to sui^n from the 
laig^ faction, (he one beaded by former Prime 
Miiusier Kakuei Tanaka. 

But Mr. Nakasone is far from unbeatable. 


Some political observers believe that he is e^ 
cialjy vulnerable on domesuc mailers, which 
have received shon shrift while he has occupied 
himself wriih foragn affairs. 

Possible opponents include Toshio Komolo. 
direcior genCTal of the Gnomic Planning 
Agency, and Mr. Miyazawa. Both head rival 
fsKlions and both disagree with Mr. Nakasone 
on the need for strict hell-lightening. Mr. 
Miyazawa has been the one leaning more no- 
ticeably toward a November race, and his idea 
10 “double Japan's assets" seems designed to 
underline his differences with Mr. Nakasone. 

Mr. Miyazawa. 64. has a sterling goremmeni 
resume, including tours os foreign minister and 
as head of the Ministry of Imemaiional Trade 
and Industry. But he has held no important 
positions in the party, and that is a handicap 
among Liberal Democrats. 

In recent months he has concentrated on 
political fence-mending. Recently, he went to 
China on a highly publicized trip intended to 
burnish his foreign policy credentials. Oddly 
enough, his greatest pioliiical boon may have 
been an assault on him last March at a Tokyo 
hotel. 

H e had gone to the hotel to meet a man 
he thought would be a campaign con- 
tributor. Instead, the man struck him on 
the head with an ashtray. Mr. Miyazawa. who Ls 
mild in manner and appearance, won public 
admiration for personal courage by suMuing 
his assailant afler a struggle. 

“Miyazawa is becoming more of a household 
name than before." he said in late June. “It 
doesn't translate into poLtical power, but there 
are fewer people to say Miyazawa >^o?" 

His call for more public works spending 
might lure Liberal Democratic politicians weary 
of an austerity that has denied them the chanw 
to dispense coostiuient-pleasing projects in 
their home districts. 

Politics aside, Mr. Miyazawa has touched a 
sensitive nerve in Japan where there is a peren- 
nial questioning of the ultimate purpose to the 
country's reieniless economic drive. In too 
many ways, Japanese complain, people cannot 
see the fruits a their long labors. 

Many are particularly self-consdous about 
their cramped housing, g^g so far as to adopt a 
phrase first used derisively m a European eco 
nomic report to describe their homes — “rabbit 
hutches." Road construction, too, has lagged 
badly even though 63 percent of aJJ households 
own cars. Expressways now tend lo be dongat- 
ed parking lots. 

Political commentators and newsp^>cr edito- 
rials express doubts about the feasibflj^ of Mr. 
Miyazawa’s plan. But they have praised him 
nonetheless Iot creating new interest in an im- 
pottam national issue. 


Oceanography Is Plumbed 
To Give Edge to U.S. Navy

m ^ T ASHINGTON — Two priorities of 
Navy ocean science these days are the 
T T southern oceans and the world's strate- 
gic straits, sudi as the narrow mouth of the Gulf 
known as the Strait of Hormuz. That area is in 
the news ueaiiy every day and ii is the job of the 
little-known office ca the naw oceano^pher to 
make sure that American ships have up-to-the- 
minute informadoa on conditions there as well 
as in all other oceans of the world. 

Unlike dvQian oceanographers whose main 
pursuit is pure science. Commodore John Rich- 
ard Seesholtz, the navy oceanogapher. says bis 
job is to hdp the navy snuner" by ^ving 
battle commanders a belter idea of the hour-to- 
hour maiine environment in which their units 
are steaming or flying: to “turn pure science 
into a usable product" 

The “character” of the ocean and the lower 
atmosphere above it are of more than casual 
interesL Commodore Smholtz dies several ex- 
amples. Alihou^ it was once thou^t other- 
wise. the pings from sonar or sound-wave meeb- 
anisms meant to detect submarines are oow 
known to be bent like pretzels by thermal layers 
in the water, gr^tly reducing, or sometirnes 
increasing ddection range. A captain who has 
current &ta an ocean “structure" should be 
able to outmaneuver his adversary. 

An “atmo^heric boundary layer" caused by 
mmsturein the air about 100 feet over the ocean 
can affect radar echoes in strange ways so that a 


plane attacking an enemy ship might be better 
able to avoid detection by flying several hun- 
dred feet above the water, rauier than bug^ng 
it In addition, an aircraft carrier task group can 
be guided by oceanography data from a bop^ 
lessly foggy area to “^ectly clear skies for air 
operationT’ as little as SO mues away, he said. 

Commodore Seesholtz's oominaod includes 
about 3,000 people, many of them dviliao sden- 
lisis, at 65 locations around the world. 

In the 18th and 19tfa centuries, Britain’s Roy- 
al Navy made navigation safer for the world by 
charting costal and shoal waters with lead 
weights and ropes called leadlines. But the job is 
far from finished. Hie Navy Oceanographer 
commands 12 vessels, six of which spend most 
of their time charting the ocean, usually with 
depth-finding sonar, rarely with leadlines. 

“In the deep oceaiL only about 25 or 30 
percent of the bottom is adequatdy surveyed," 
the ccjimodore said. “In cMstal and shallow 
waters, we probably have 9(X) ship-years of work 
ahead of us to make it really safe to operate in a 
lot of areas." 

Rear Adnural John B. Mooney, a former 
oceanographer who is now the cluef of naval 
research, testified in Congress this year that the 
top priorities of navy oceanography included 
the study of shallow water areas around the 
world, strati straits, the southern oceans and 
the eastern sub-Arctic, which means the ap- 
proaches to the northern Soviet Union. Officids 
said wiM'k was being done in the Gulf and its 
Strait of Hormuz, wt the commodore said he 
could not discuss the subjecL

Sharon Makes Comebaek 
As Election CrowdrPuUer

T iberias. Israel — “Ladies and genile- 
meo." says the master of ceremonies, 
introducing his guest of honor, “the hero 
of Israel" 

“Arik! Arik! Arik!" the audience, needing no 
funher introduction, chants in unison. 

“Ladies and gentlemen," the announcer con- 
tinues. “the man who saved tbe state of Israel 
from the destnioioa of the Httrd Temple in Uk 
Y om Kippur war." 

“Arik! Arik! Arik!" the audience of several 
thousand shouts, as Ariel Sharon rises from bis 
chsur and approaches the rostrum. 

Hghieeo months after being forced to resign 
as daense minister, following nis censure by an 
Israeli commission that investigated the 1982 
massacre ctf Palestinian civilians by Lebanese 
militiamen at the Sabra and Chatila refugee 
camps, Mr. Sharon has made a clear — but 
limited — political comeback. 

The crowd breaks into itythmic clapping and 
sings "Arik. King of Israel" as Mr. Sharon, the 
architect ctf the Israeli invasion of Lebanon, 
lopes toward the microphone. 

Tbe introduction was made at a Herat Party 
rally Saturday night in Hberias on the banks m 
Lake KinnercL But it is similar to many he has 
at rallies throughout the couniiy. In the process, 
be is demonstrating to many of his critics — 
both inside and outside his party — that he is far 
fFom finished as a political force in Israel. 

“I would say today that one-third of the 
p^le like him. including 20 percent who adore 
him," said Israel's top poll-taker, Hanoch 
Smith. “Then you have abcHJt 50 percent of the 
public who can’t stand to look at him. His 
personal suppon recently seemed to be increas- 
ing slightly in comparison to other Herat politi- 
cians. who were holding steady or declining. He 
is especially popular among Oiiental voters and 
the poorer classes.” 

With his broad ^n. his roly-poly counte- 
nance and his forceful speaking style, Mr. Shar- 
on has emerged as easily the most charismatic 
campaig ner in the Herat camp. Mr. Sharon has 
been a tireless campaigaer, appearing some- 
times five times a day. If the Likud bloc, tbe 
Herat-led parliameniary coalition, wins the July 
23 elections, it seems certain that he will be able 
to demand a seoior cabinet posu as opposed to 
his current status of minister without portfolio. 

The Hberias rally was an example of how the 
Herat Party has used Mr. Sharon in the cam- 
paign. He has generally been kept off television, 
apparently because of fears that he might cum 
off more voters than he would attract. Instead, 
he has been sent to perk up tbe spirits of the 
party faithful often in poor development towns 
or localitira with large peculations of Oriental 
JeH-s. from North .Africa and the Middle East. 


In his campaign speeches. Mr. Sharon sounds 
several basic themes: the perfidy of the Labor 
Pany for not supporting the Likiid government 
during the Lebanon war. the “revolutionary" 
advancement made by Oriental Jeu-s during the 
last seven v'ears of Ukud govemmeni and the 
assurance that a vote for Herat and Ariri Shar- 
on will help guarantee that Israel will never have 
to give up any more territory for peace with the 
Arabs. 

“Whoever wants to make peace with us can 
have it with our present borders," Mr. Sharon 
sa^“ And it they don’t Uke them — hard luck. 
What the Likud offers in return for peace, is 
peace." 

Mr. Sharon paims the Labor Party leader, 
Shimon Peres, as the whitest of doves. 

“What does Shimon Peres mean when he says 
the Reagan plan is acceptable?," be asks Kis 
Hberias supporters, who ranged from toddlers 
to grandpaiems. “What does this plan say? It 
says we shall have to dve these terriiories to 
Jordan and Hussein will give to the PLO every 
part that we give up." 

T he audience loves it Mr. Sharon ap- 
peals directly to many Israelis, who, after 
years of bemg pilloried in the United 
Nations and attacked along thrir borders, want 
to give the rest of tiw world a piece of iheii 
mind. 

Gino Mosbe, a tifi-year-oid resident of Hberi- 
as, said: “We are backing Sharon bmuse we 
b^eve we shouldn’t ^ve back any pan of Israel. 
That is tbe only way to the security of this 
country. Otherwise we are lost." 

-When not campaigoinjg Mr. Sharon retreats 
to his farm. He says that, if Likud loses, he could 
happily return to his fields. However, it seems 
more likely that he would eventually dialienge 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir for the pany's 
leadership.

The Federal Aviatitm Administrauon s air 
traffic control system has not fully recovered 
from the firi^ of 1 1,400 striking controllers in 
August 1981 by President Ronald Reagan. Al 
that time, the FAA had 16J75 controllers. 81 
percent of whom were fully qualified. As of 
April 30 this year, ft had 1 1,974; only 62 percent 
of them were fully qualified. 

J^aynmnd J. Van Vuren, a.ssodate FAA ad- 


mioistiaior for air irafllc, said that having more 
controllers would not h<^, evoi in New Yoii. 
“Having more bodies or petitions does not help, 
because Fve gpt tbe people there, Fve just got to 
get them all trained." He said that supervisors 
fill in when oecessarv. 

Despite Mr. Van Vureo’s staiemem, the air- 
Unes believe the FAA could use more penonnel 
to handle the traffic. They are pressuring the 
administration to speed up training, to so!'/e 
some long’Standing morale problems and to 
encmirage seoior supervisors to stay on instead 
of reiirii^ However, the airlines do not support 
the retnrmg of the fired strikers. 

At tbe end of 1983, the FaA removed almost 
all of the flight quotas and schedule auctions 
it imposed on airlines and private flights imme- 
diately after (he strike. Pre-strike quotas remain 
ratiy at Kennedy. LaGuardia, Chicago's O'Hare 
and Washington National. 

Lifting the quotas had two results. Hie air- 
lines returned to their marketing practice of 
scheduling most of their flights at the same time 
l8 A.M. and 5 P.M.), nearly impossible 
for any air traffic conirc4 system to handle: and 
the airlines added flights to meet new demand 
that has accompani^ the general economic 
recovery. The air traffic control system is han- 
dling about 8 percent more flints now on a 
daily basis than it did before the strike. 

Tbe F.AA has retained one technique it added 
to the air traffic control ^'stem to handle the 
strike and pro^t inexperienced comrollers: It 
has all but diminated in-tbe-air holding pat- 


terns. Instead, it forces planes to sit on tbe 
ground until it can guarantee a flight without 
delays. That is why flighis bound for New York 
get Stuck in Louisville. 

Previously, the airlines could take off approx- 
imately on time, ihen go through as many as 


three holding paitenis on a flight from Atlanta 
to New Y«k, Tor example. A Rolding pattern is 
simply a stack of airplanes, each flying in a 


circle, separated from each other by 1. 000 feet 
(about 300 meters) of altitude. 

Airlines want a return to stacking because 
their airplanes could leave the ground close to 
the published schedule and any in-air delays 
could be blamed on ±e U.S. govemmeoL 
Alihou^ stacking increases airline fuel costs, 
executives say they would rather pay that price. 

B ut the FAA does not want a return to 
stacking. “Wc think there was a little bit 
of chaos then when you got all those 
airplanes stacked up there for two hours." said 
Dan Cree^D. assistant manager of the FAA's 
air traffic operaticHts division. “Definitely, it is 
safer" to bold the planes on the ground. 

The safety argument is not always one that is 
accepted by the airlines. “Every lime the FAA 
doesn't want to do something." the chairman of 
a major aiiiine said in a recent interview, “they 
wrap ihemsdves in the cloak of safety and the 
debate is over," 

Airline deregulation has resulted in a major 
change in the way airlista TOcrate and thus has 
had a heavy imp^t on traffic control. All major 
airlines now have so-called "hub-and-spoke" 


operations, where they schedule as many as 40 
flights at a major airport at one time so passen- 
gers can make multiple connections without 
changing airlines. 

The ideal bub-and-spoke ^eme keeps the 
passenger on the ground no more than 30 min- 
utes. Hiat means there is a significant inbound 
rush, (dlowed by a significani outbound rush. 
In Atlanta. Giicago and St. Louis, the airports 
serve as hubs for at least two competing carriers 
and the traffic problems are exacerbated. 

Hie FA.A insists that the great majority of 
delays, especially in tbe East in the spring and 
summer, are aitribuiable to thunderstorms and 
other weather problems. Hie afternoon thun- 
derheads that r^larly move eastward, bringing 
highly localized but severe rain showers, are a 
significant threat even to jumbo jets, and many 
pilots wilt not go through them. 

When a line of thunderstorms moves across 
Pennsylvania — even when skies ore clear in 
New York and Washington — pilots maneuver 
to get over and around the bad weather. The 
results are fouM traffic patterns — and delayed 
passengers — throu^out the East. 

The New York City area's three airports pre- 
sent an unusual challenp to the FAA because 
they are so close to each other. Approach and 
departuFe routes at each airport intersect ap- 
proach and departure routes at the others. 

What looks like a simple takeoff at LaGuar- 
dia may force a plane landing at Kennedy into a 
holding pattern, depending on which runways 
are in use. Another nearby airport — Teierbtm 


in New Jersey — is full of higb-performance 
business jets that share the same airspace and 
control facilities. 

Tbe FAA is drafting an East Coast plan to 
simplify traffic rouiinu and controller responsi- 
bilities to ease the buidea, but it is at least a year 
from being carried out. 

In the meantime, Donald D. Engen, head of 
the FAA, has organized a task force of govern- 
ment and industry experts to try to develop a 
belter undersiaadtog of each other's problems 
and work on solutions. 

The solutions have problems. If the deregulat- 
ed airlines meet leather to coordinate sched- 
ules. they could be in violation of antitrust laws. 
These airlines are seeking FAA sponsorship of 
relief in that area, while retaining the basic 
position that scheduling should be unfettered. 

The FAA also plans to acquire a new comput- 
er to rqilace a 30-year-old air traffic system that 
has often been modified and is dose to capacity. 
The new computer will cost ab(Mt SIO billion 
over 10 years. The money will come from an 
aviation trust fund, which is financed by an 8 
percent tax on passenger tickets and taxes on 
genera] aviation fuel 

Aviation executives fear that this vear's trans- 
porution apprqiriations bill in Congress will 
never get pas^ because of a continuing battle 
over mass transit between the House committee 
that authorizes spending and the one that ai>- 
propnaies the funds. The executives are con- 
cerned that when the new Congress comes in 
with a mandate to eliminate the defidt, the air 
traffic System will not fare well.

raise tbdr keq>. Now their motives 
for putting on the show here have 
been somewhat revise^ so that 
th^ appear to be doing it merely to 
make sure that a summer theater 
up on Cape Cod remains in the 
ri^t managerial bands. 

The score has, however, been re- 
turned to its rightful shape and 
with 20 drama students Tc^e (and 
the uncredited Irving Davies) have 
achieved a joyous choreognphic 
reminder of the days when to want 
to be the next Mary Martin was 
r^ardd as ambition enough.

For the National's Cottesloe 
stage, Michael PouUngion has de- 
vised and is presenting a solo eve- 
ning with “Anton Cbddiov" which 
Tmu the Rusaan writer in old 
looking back over his life and medi- 
cal times. 

The fact that old age for Che- 
khov was in fact 44, when he died 
of conaunption in the Crimea, does 
not prevent Pennington’s lookup 
and sounding about 70, but this 
remains a very strong star turn in a 
curiously rambling and r^om 
show. 

We get no real rrference of any 
kind to Chekhov as a playwright 
(tbou^ the echoes of “Vanya" are 
every«4iere) nor much indication 
of his marriage or his ci^ life; in- 
stead we get chunks of the diaries 
recalling horrendous viats to penal 
colonies and a kind of ridetong 
glance at the major work (“^ 
riiori stories and Tve sinned in the 
dramalic line"). 

This would seem to be an mie- 
ning of sidelights for those who, 
like Pennington, have steeped 
themselves in Chekhov and his 
Rusda rather than those wbo ex- 
pect a biogaphical or dramatic 
guide.

It has also 
been given a set by Jenny Tiramani 
that opens out into the most ele- 
gant of gardens, and a score by 
Ilona Seraez that sounds like Pur- 
cell by way of John Dankworth. 

Add to all of that a stunning 
opening dance in which the charac- 
t^ all describe themselves and 
ihdr sexual intentions in tnid-ga- 
votte. and it looks as though the 
Royal Court has itself a winner. 

The problem is that from that 
epening exposition “The Lucky 
Chari^ has nowhere to go but 
around in ever decreasing circles. 
Once we have been told at the out- 
set what everyone is up to, and 
whose bed th^ wish to get them- 
selves into, all that's left is for us to 
watch that happen, which it does, 
oftoi very slowly. 

The plotting is restoration basic, 
the languagfi uninspired and the 
surprises miitim^; what we get L' a 
r rwn p rather ih^ any kind of social 
or sexual satire, arid in the end, 
despite considerable theatrical en- 
ergy. there is not enough here to 
keep the mind alive, or awake.

and the &uth Atlantic. 

There are also occasional refer- 
ences to Greek myth and the Bible, 
and one character nearly gets ra- 
bies altbo^ you could be fixgiven 
for thinking that aD aboard had 
been suffering from it for some 
lime. 

What persuaded a takneed direc- 
tor and cast to devote their time to 
this shipwreck is one of the eve- 
ning's many unsolved mysteries.

This may seem odd speaking 
about a 3^year-old veteran wbo 
played with Little Milum and Al- 
bert King at the age of 15, with 

Paul Buttweld forTonryeais, Ste- 
vie Wonder two, who toured 
with the Ea|)e&, James Brown and 
David Bowie and recorded solos 
with Bowie, James Taylor, linda 
Ronstodt. Cat Stevens and Ridde 
Lee Joaes. 

His rettMd “Voyeur" won a 
Gnunn^ in 1981 and his btest 
“Backstreet." was voted jazz ^bum 
o( tbe year by Cashbox Magaane, 
which also nained him soloist of tbe 
yeai. 

But in a sense he was only bom 
musically two years ago. 

After ^ years of escalating 
diemied self-abuse.

U,S. Coal Producers Are Struggling 
To Get Industry Out of the Doldrums

NEW YORK — U.S. coal production and sales 
are at record levels after two years of stagnation, 
but few in the industry are jo^iiL 

A domestic coal strike looms in October. Ex- 
ports are down. And such controversies as tbe 
dispute surrounding add rain are keeping tbe most 
abundant major energy resource from fiufilling its 
potential as a iowGosi replacement for oil and gas. 

“Tbe industry is in terrible shape,” said Hoff 
Stauffer, an expert for ICF Inc., a Washington, 
O.C., cmisulting Onn that advises coal companies 
and government agencies. "Production until re- 
cently went down, not up. But things are improv- 
ing." 

Indeed, recent figures seem to sug^t a bright 
outlook. Coal prod^on in June rose 24 peroeot. 
to a record 76.9 mQlion tons for the month. And 
mai^ esqierts are predicting a recxM-d year for 
production and sales. 

But most experts say the surge is mitieadmg 
because imidi oS it was spurr^ by customers’ 
stodqiQing of coal in ejqxmtadon ^ a possible 


strike. Even if there is no strike, most analysts 
expect production and sales to fall from present 
ievds as customers use their reserves. 

“The industry is not healthy, but it’s hit bottom 
and [is] getting belter,” said John F. Kawa. who 
follows the industiy for Dean Witter Reynolds Inc. 

The mdustry faces a list of problems: excess 
capad^, redu^ demand from sted producers, 
to^ export conqietitioo, enviroamentm and safe- 
ty disputes, repeated strikes and increased trans- 
it costs. 

“There is no single problem that you can't over- 
come, but if you are a major industrial user won- 
dering what to do, you would think twice about 
using coal and probably dedde it's not worth it” 
said Lester B. Lave, a professor of economics and 
public policy at Canusgje MeDon Univeisity in 
Piitsbui^ Government and industiy dforts to 
deal with the problems are “fragmenlt^ and "not 
cagani^” hb smd. 

Making matters worse is an image of being an 
outdated and dirty business, something the coal 
mdustry finds rankling.

Citicorp, had net income of S206 
million, orSl.48 a share fully dilut- 
ed, down from S210 million, or 
SUl a share, a year aro. It said 
that lower foreign exchange and 
money-market trading ptonis were 
tbe major factors in the earnings 
decline. 

Foreign-exchange eaniings were 
S40 millioo, down from S67 mil- 
lion.

The central event in Sara’s life is her father^ 
death. She adored hiiw. atid he ben when he 
was kflled by a heart arrack while traveling on 
business she fdt at once inexplicd)ly guilty 
and qjpresavely Even now, a years 
later, memories of his funeral and dreams 
about the dicumstances of his death beri^ 
her. Eveiytl^ in her life seems to connect m 
some way widi this now-distant death, to offer 
an unsolved doe to its - 

It is even wnse for her motto. Her life is a 
"wayward cyde of iughs and lows," uiquedict- 
able and somettmes terrifyi^ as she dnfts 
wildly in and out of dementia. She to been 
through assorted mental tr ea tments, dectrie 
shock included, and now mahuaing an unea^ 
balance by means of t ihrimn. But the knowl- 
edge is always there: 

"Ever sinoe my father died . . . she's been 
nmning away, uTiahle to see his death as any- 
thing out a betra^ a treach^, a failure, 
eitha on his part or bera ...

Examiliing Psychotherapy’s Role Under the Nazis

N ew ^’QRK — For the first time since World War II, German 
psychotherapists are vigorously gramining iheir profession’s past 
undtf the Nazi r^me. 

Historical studies are revealing that, contrary to the common notion 
that p^hothcrapy was destroy^ 


under the Nazis as "Jewish," it 
flourished in an institute headed 
by a psychotherapist who was a 
cousin of Hermann Goring. 

Freud’s books were among the 
first to be burned Yet some say 
that German psychotherapists 
under the Nazis enjoyed a priv-i- 
I^ed status. 

A series of articles in Psyche, a 
leading German psychoanalytic 
joum^ has foment^ an^ de- 
bate among German psyeboana- 
lysb about the therapists who 
remained in Germany during 
World War II and became the 
leaders of the profession in the 
years that followed 

The debate has a ^lecial ui;^- 
cy because the International Psy- 
choanalytic Congress, the most 
important meeting of the worid's 
kif^t group of analysts, con- 
venes in West Germaiw next year 
for the first time in SO years. Be- 
cause of the bitter memories of 
persecution and anti-Semitism, 
the group has previously declined 
to meet there, despite the fact that 
die West German pn'choanalylic 
association is one of the world’s 
largest. 

The debate has been hided by 
the historian Geoffrey Cocks, 
whose “Psycbotberai^ in the 
Third Reich" (Oxford Uoiversity 
Press), is to be published in Janu- 
a^. I^rtioas of it have been pub- 
lished in Psyche. 

The first psychoanalytic train- 
ing institute was founded in Ber- 
lin in 1920. Although Reud and 
bis work quickly became targets 
of the Nazi re^me. psychoanaly- 
sis continued to be used and 
taught under some mild dis- 
guises. **Where Freud worked,’’ 
Cocks writes, "Freud was used." 

In 1933, German ps 3 fchothera- 
pists formed a national gro^ 
beaded by Matthias Heinricm 
Goring, a cousin of Hermann 
Goring, who became the com- 
mander of the Luftwaffe, the Ger- 
man Air Force. 

Matthias Goring was a foDow- 
"er of Alfred Adler, one of Freud's 
early piqiUs, who had left to start 
his own school of therapy, and 
although not a leading thinker, he

was a useful figurdicad because 
of the family namy , and apparent- 
ly had amicable relations with 
psychoanalysis. 

According to one account, his 
wife, originaUy an ardent Nazi 
entered psychoanalysis and 
warned her analyst in thmpy ses- 
sions about which institute thera- 
pists were under suspidon. 

Dr. Goring may even have had 
a hand in bdping Freud escape 
frmn the Nazis in Vienna. Ac- 
cording to Max Schur, Freud’s 
personal physician, in 1938, after 
the German annexation of Aus- 
tria, there was division among 
Nazi leaders over whm to do with 
the p^hoanalysts there, inclu^ 
ing Freud. As Dr. Sdiur recalled 
il a faction including Joseph 


Goebbels and Heinrich Himmler 
wanted “to throw the whole 
group in prismi" while Henmann 
Goring, “under the influence of 
his psydiiatiist cousin, was in fa- 
vor of moderatioiL" 

Freud made his esc^ from 
Vienna a few nxmtfas after the 
Germans had occupied the city. 

In 1936 Matthias Guri^ estab- 
lished The German Institute for 
P^hological Research and Psy- 
ch^erapy in Beriin. The center.

Butens lemembeis one S.S. ofH- 
ca whose family sent him to be 
irttted for homosexuality, a 
crime in Naa Germany. Ihe S.S. 
h|^ threatened to kill him if he 
did not diange. 

The Goring Institute received 
Bnandal support fiom the Nazis. 
By 1941 it had 240 professional 
members, and had opened 
brandies in five other dtxes. 

The Nazis, Codes argues, saw 
psychotherapy as a .means to cor- 
rect mental distress. of Aryans 
with ooirotie oonflkts, “given the 
proper guidance of an innate Ge^ 

man wm." 

li also enmqwered the thera- 
pists to “heal'^ in a way that could 
“subordinate the individual to the 
uommum^," in the wmds of one 
sk^axL The therapists at the Gor- 
ing Institute, wntes Codes, ac- 
cordingly offered “supportive 
and ^erally short-tenu thera- 
pies designed to further the inte- 
gration a a happy and productive 
inffividual into sodeQr." 

Psychiatrists who saw ntental 
pzobieins as a medical rather than 
an' emotional disorder were often 
giyen the onerous task of identic 


ing and overseeing .the severdy 
mentally m and rdarde^ who 
were eventually exterminated. 
And those acataic f^-bolo- 

gists who were not therapists were 

given such assignmenis as caui- 
foguing the “^mous" traits of 
A^aiiSL 

The Freudiaii psychoanalysts 
"were i^er a doud at the insti- 
tute," accordii^ to. Ellen Bartens, 
a retired Beiun journalist who 
worked there os a secretary. 
“Freud’s name was never men- 
tioned and his books were kept in 
a lodced bookcase." Psychoanaly- 
sis was to a d^ee disguised 
Freudian terms were renamed; 
the Oedipus ooirqtlex, for. exam- 
ple became the “fanuly com- 
plex." 

A number of tiier^rists tu the 
institute, according to some ac- 
counts, protected miliuuy pa- 
tients areused of cowardice or 
jnalingaing by dda^ diagno- 
sis and oeaimenL 

As in other pn^essiotts in post- 
war -West Gen^y, those few 
tbertynsts who had bmme active 
Nazis were largidy shunned after 
the war. The one wdl-known rt- 
sister. John Rittmeister, a Freud- 
ian at the institute who was exe- 
cuted for his eChw against the 
MazU. is recalled now as a hero. 

Dr. Rittmeister, vriio at one 
time beaded the instimte’s outpa- 
tient dinic. was the leader 
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group of idealistic young leftists 
who Mieved that throi^ discus- 


sions they could start a campaign 
that would persuade the German 


people to renounce Naasm. His 
group became, pan of a larger 
anti-Nazi network, another p^ 
of which was engaged m e»io- 
nage for the Soviet Union. Wwn 
the Gestapo arrested members 
the ring, Dr. Rittmeister was 
caught, tried and executed.
